**Alabama has the third highest rate 
of teenage pregnancy in the country,”’

Cooper, who has headed the state's 
public welfare agency since his appoint- 
ment to the post by Governor Fob 
James in February, 1979, is making a 
special effort to visit all 67 county 
offices of the Department of Pensions 


welfare caseloads, especially the case- 
load of the Aid to Dependent Children 
program, are directly tied to teenage 
pregnancy and illegitimacy. The ADC 
program, which provides an average 
monthly payment of $109 for each 
family in Alabama, reaches 62,000 
families in the state, including more 
than 350 in Coffee County. 

*‘Most unmarried teenage girls, 
when they become pregnant, have no 
means of support other than ADC,”’ 
Cooper said. He added that, while 
solutions to the problem are not at all 
clear, any successful effort must include 
cooperative work among schools, par- 
ents and churches as well as public and 
private health and welfare agencies.

CONSERVATION DAY

This session will teach 
you how to weatherize your 
home by caulking, using 
proper insulation, etc. If you 
have never caulked a window 
or door, now is the time to 
learn, for you can do it 
yourself! Mark this date on 
your calendar and plan to 
attend. 


NEW HOME PRICES 

For those of you who are 
thinking about building or 
buying a new home, I 
thought you'd be interested 
in this bit of information. 

New home prices have 
not reached their peak, says 
William O. Thagard, pre- 
sident of Walker and Lee, 
Inc., a California based re- 
sidential real estate service 
firm. ‘On a recent trip to 
Germany I saw a $350,000 
home that would sell for 
$70,000 in the United States 
right now,”’ he said, ‘I don’t 
see how our prices can 
Stabilize until they begin to 
reach the world level. Within 
two years, we'll see: 16% 
home loans, and they'll 
remain at that level. Interest 
is already at 16% in Canada 
and Europe, Rates may dip 
slightly here temporarily, but 
we'll never see 10% again." 


CARE OF CITRUS AT 
HOME 

Experiments demon- 
Strate that oranges and 
lemons will maintain their 
vitamin C level without re- 
frigeration during the con- 
sumption of a one or two 
week's supply at home. The 
fruit may be chilled before 
serving, if desired. Or for 


longer storage of fresh 
citrus, refrigerate in a plastic 
bag or placed in 


an open fruit bowl for dessert 
or snack, Serving fresh whole 
Oranges and lemon wedges 
requires no precautions to 
avoid loss of vitamin C. 

There is no problem of 
vitamin C loss when an 
orange is carried in a packed 
lunch without refrigeration 
or placed in an open fruit 
bowl for dessert or snack. 
Serving fresh whole oranges 
and lemon wedges requires 
no precautions to avoid loss 
of vitamin C. 

If you use only half an 
orange the other half can be 
refrigerated safely for the 
next day with full vitamin C 
content. Covering the cut 
half with plastic wrap is 
recommended to preserve 
flavor. 


JOGGING 

When you're jogging for 
health and pleasure, jog with 
safety in mind too. Warm 
your muscles up before you 
Start. Run against oncoming 
traffic. Obey traffic signals. 
Wear clothing that can be 
seen by motorists. And slow 
down toward the end or your 
run to cool down you circula- 
tion. Stopping abruptly 
causes circulating blood to

pool in your leg, leading to 
dizziness and nausea. Fol- 
lowing these rules will help 
make your jog safer and help 
prevent injury.

Grain Loan 
Rates Announced 


The price support loan 
rate for Coffee County's 1980 
corn crop is $2.41 per bushel, 
Rollan Day, Chairperson of 
the Agricultural Stabilization 
and Conservation committee, 
reported. The rate is based 
on the national average loan 
rate for corn, which is $2.25 
per bushel, 

Other loan rates are: 
wheat $2.93 per bushel; oats 
$1.29 per bushel; sorghum 
$3.81 per hundredweight; 
barley $1.81 per bushel; and 
$2.02 per bushel. 

The loan and ‘purchase 
rate for sybeans rose to $5.00 
cents per bushel. The county 
rate is based on a $5.02 per 
bushel! national average loan 
rate and is for soybeans 
containing 12.8 to 13 percent 
moisture and graded not 
lower than no. 2 on factors of 
test weight, splits, and heat 
damage, and no. 1 on all 
other factors. 

According to Rollan Day, 
Coffee County farmers 
placed over 3600 bushels of 
1979 grain under price 
support loan. Farmers con- 
tinue to exercise their 
marketing options by placing 
grain under loan to boost 
crop prices. Commodity 
loans give producers an 
opportunity to obtain cash 
while holding their crop for 
later sale. This minimizes to 
a great extent, market gluts, 
extreme price swings and 
transportation bottlenecks by 
spreading commodity 
markets over the entire year, 
he said.

Jimmy Holley, of the 
Elba Tractor Company, is 
intensely interested in the 
welfare of farmers. Like most 
businessmen, he is in- 
terested in farming from the 
standpoint of his business. 
He understands the vast 
impact that farming has on 
the economy of Coffee 
County. 

He is working with me on 
an irtigation and = farm 
financing meeting to be held 
on November 11, at the Farm 
Center in New Brockton. We 
have a super program 
planned. Dr. Larry Curtis, 
Extension Irrigation Sepcia- 
list, will meet with us to 
discuss irrigation. In addi- 
tion, we will have a number 
of local, state and national 
farm lending agencies with 
us to discuss financing. 

This November 11th 
irrigation-financing meeting 
is set up to try to keep Coffee 
County farmers up to the 
minute on what is available 
to help them plan for the 
1981 crop. 


PROFITABLE 

The practice of seeding 
small grains and clover into 
summer pasture sod _ is 
spreading. Sod seeding will 
not give you early grazing 
like planting on a prepared 
seed bed will do. However, 
sod seeding into an es- 
tablished pasture will give 
you excellent grazing in 
February, March and April. 

How do you do this 
successfully? Dan Presley 
has scheduled a meeting to 
show exactly how to sod 
seed.

Perry Store Community, and 
his dad, O.V. Rhoades, keep 
the neatest farm machinery 
storage area that I have seen. 
We have others who store 
expensive machinery pro- 
perly, but the Rhoades have 
done an excellent job for a 
long period of time. 

Research studies have 
shown that sheds to keep 
farm machinery dry will 
more than pay for them- 
selves in reduced repair 
costs, extended machinery 
life, increased trade-in value, 
and better reliability. 

Occasionally, mid- 
western farmers visit our 
office in New Brockton and 
they talk about all the 
machinery we have out in the 
weather. They tell me that 
back in the mid-West, they 
always try to store their 
machinery under a dry 
shelter. cold weather won't 
affect machinery, but mois- 
ture does. 

A very important reason’ 
for storing machinery in the 
dry is to increase its reliabi- 
lity. A well maintained and 
stored piece of equipment is 
not likely to break down 
when you need it. Some farm 
machinery is not used many 
days per year. When you 
have a break down when you 
really need the machine, 
you've lost a lot. 

We have free plans in our 
office for machinery storage 
sheds. 


SUNDOWN SAFETY 

Farm work in Coffee 
County is often a ‘round the 
clock’’ proposition. But when 
darkness falls, visibility and 
thus you ability to spot and 
avoid hazards are reduced. If 
your operation requires that 
you sometimes work after the 
sun goes down (or before it 
comes up), please not the 
following safety suggestions: 

*Make sure all farm 
vehicles and implements 
have ample lighting and a 
clean, fresh SMV emblem for 
safe operation. 

*Keep cap windows 
clean. Replace worn wind- 
shield wiper blades. 

*Drive with special care 
in rainy weather. 

*If you must stop along 
the road, pull over as far as 
possible. Leave on your 
flashing lights. Set up flares 
if you are disabled. Don't 
take a single chance!!

PROTECT YOUR NAKED 
FIELDS 
With the peanut crop 


being harvested now, and 
many farmers needing the 
hay for livestock, our fields 
are being left naked and 
subject to winter erosion. 
Either rye, oats or wheat at 
the rate of 1 to 2 bushels per 
acre is needed to protect this 
land. 

Most farmers have seen 
the benefits of a winter cover 
crop in the performance of 
peanuts, corn and other cash 
crops. The organic matter 
returned to the soil increases 
the soil’s moisture holding 
capacity and also its nutrient 
base. It has been proven that 
under minimum _ tillage 
conditions that corn yields 
have been increased by as 
much as forty bushels over 
conventional where no winter 
cover crops. Weak terraces 
can break and start water 
concentrating and washing. 
Also remember to open the 
ends of the terraces for best 
performance, 

A legume, such as clover, 


ON 


vetch or Austrian winter peas 
can be planted along or in 
combination with small 
grains for winter cover. The 
legume can add as much as 
90 pounds of equivalent 
nitrogen per acre for use by 
corn or grain sorghum. We 
need to use cropland, but we 
also need to protect it for 
future use at the same time. 
Contact your Soil Conserva- 
tion Service for more in- 
formation on crop rotations 
and protecting your soils,

Emergency Feed 
Assistance 
Available 


A number of area live- 
stock producers may be 
eligible for cost share 
assistance for purchasing 
livestock feed because of the 
summer drought which has 
turned pastures dark brown 
and sharply reduced yields of 
feed grains. 

The USDA Agricultural 
Stabilization and Conserva- 
tion Service is presently 
accepting applications of 
livestock producers who have 
suffered a 40% or greater 
loss in production of pasture, 
hay, silage, corn, grain 
sorghum and other livestock 
feeds, 

The Emergency Feed 
Program provides payment 
to eligible livestock owners to 
cover a portion of the cost of 
feed purchased to replace 
feed that normally would be 
produced on the farm had no 
natural disaster taken place. 
Livestock producers may 
receive 3 cents per pound of 
feed grain equivalent in cost 


share payments to help 
maintain their livestock 
operations through the 


current drought period. By 
law, cost-share payments 
cannot exceed SO percent of 
the cost of the feed.
